Molotov Arranges 
Talk with Byrnes 


NEW YORK, (AP)—Foreign Min- 
ister Molotov of Russia arranged

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What Rejection Costs 


Under the terms of the five-year tax- 
ation agreement which the Dominion Gov- 
ernment offered to make with the Govern- 
ment of Alberta, this province would receive 
a minimum grant of $15 per head of popu- 
lation each year that the agreement was to 
run, This was the lowest figure that could 
apply, and the grant would increase with the 
increase of national production, Thus in 
1947 it would be $17 per head. 

This grant, together with the regular 
statutory allowances would make up a total 
of $13,300,000 payable next year from the 


federal to the provincial treasury. The pay- | 


ments for the present year, calculated under 
the wartime tax agreement, amount to $8,- 
200,000. The proposal was therefore that 


the Dominion make the province a grant of | 


$5,100,000 next year over and above the 


present subsidies, and a corresponding a- | 


mount in each of the four subsequent years. 

This sum the Provincial 
declines to accept. Also, by rejecting the 
offer it will lose next year the $5,800,000 
per year now paid to the province under the 


wartime agreement. Thus in order to obtain | 


the revenue which it would have received 
next year under the federal offer, the Pro- 
vincial Government will have to raise $10,- 
900,000 by additional taxation. 

Assuming that the Dominion now col- 
lects within Alberta the whole of the $5,800,- 
000 paid to the province under the present 
agreement, this means that the provincial 
authority will next year have to extract 
from the earnings of the people of Alberta 
$5,100,000 more than is now being taken 
from them by provincial and federal taxation 
combined, and a corresponding sum in each 
of the four following years. 

_ That is, if the Government of the pro- 
vince is to have to spend on roads, schools, 
hospitals and other facilities and services as 
much money as it would have obtained under 
the offer made by the Dominion, 


A Code of “Don'ts” 


Three persons have been killed on Ed- | 
monton streets in nine days. If fatalities con- | 


tinued at that rate more than 100 persons 
would be dead at the end of a year as the 
result of street accidents, That will not of 


course happen, but the calculation shows | 


how terrible this casualty rate is. 

It is the duty of the police to investi- 
gate all such occurrences, and of the courts 
to affix blame and impose punishment where 
this is due. For the public the moral is ob- 
vious. Not enough care is being shown by 
people in using the streets. Nothing but 
greater caution can be depended upon to cut 
down the rate of killings. Laws and offic- 
ial action can only do so to the extent that 
they make people conscious of this need of 
caution, 

When street safety is mentioned, or the 
lack of it, the motorist is commonly blamed 
as the party who makes streets unsafe. But 
he is not altogether responsible. Pedestrians 
must share the blame. They do not always 
show respect for either law or good sense, 
Sometimes they act as though they thought 
it was primarily the business of the driver 
of a vehicle to keep from running them down 
That is not the case. Responsibility in the 
first instance rests upon the pedestrian to 
take care of himself, If he forgets that he is 
liable to pay for the mistake with his life. 

There are a number of “dont’s” which 
the pedestrian would be wise to translate 
into a set of commandments for his own 
guidance and protection. A complete list of 
these would be column-long, for the ways 
in which a person on foot can risk his life on 
the streets almost numberless. But a 
few may be cited, because they indicate the 
most common disregard for personal secur- 
ity:-

1. Don’t jay-walk. 
expect to have to dodge 
middle of a block. 

2, Don't pass in front of a standing 
Street car, bus or motor car unless certain 
t will remain standing. The driver can 
only see in one direction at once, and he may 
be looking some other way. 

8. Don’t take for granted that the 
driver of an approaching car is sober, sen- 
sible, and has brakes that will work. If in 
doubt give him the right of way.

Worse still, they chip in occasion- 
ally with official advice or newspaper com- 
ment which aggravates the situation, sharp- 
ens the race discord, and stimulates the 
disorder, 
That is not fair, to Britain, to the Jews, 
nor to the Arabs. And it certainly is not 
| making for world peace. Exactly the con- 
| trary. Nero fiddling while Rome burned is 
| the historic parallel to the course of power- 
ful countries which stand aloof while one 
| power struggles to handle a situation which 
| could easily start a general conflagration— 
a situation for which it is no more respon- 
| Sible than the others, 
| The Big Four have made no move to put 
| this responsibility where it belongs, on the 
doorstep of the United Nations organizat- 
ion. The Assembly should do this, and do it 
| with no more delay. 


No Favors Allowable 


| Having one day cleared the way for

OTTAWA: It took more than a! 
decade to reach a final settlement 
of relief debts of the western pro- 
vinces to the Dominion, That in 
itself was an indication there was 
something more to the relief quest- 
ion than met the eye. 

One reason settlement was so 
delayed was the difficulty in find- 
ing an equitable formula. The for- 
mula now adopted is admitted to 
be rough justice and little more, 

The problem arose from the col- 
lapse during the worst of the de- 
pression of the credit of the west- 
ern provinces, Unable to tax the 
vast sums required, and unable to 
borrow from private investors, the 
provinces turned to the Dominion 
for aid. Before the tide turned, 
these borrowings in the aggregate 
topped $180,000,000, 

The approximate breakdown be- 


tween the provinces was: 
Manitoba $24,760,000 
Saskatchewan 97,406,000 
Alberta 26 238,000 
B. C. 34,467,000 


RELIEF COSTS accounted for a- 
bout half the borrowings of Mani- 
toba, Alberta and British Columbia. 


Saskatchewan's relief costs were 
about $61,000,000 plus certain a- 
mounts representing capitalized 


interest on relief borrowings. The 
balances in all provinces was made 
up of borrowings to repay maturing 
debentures plus, in the case of Sas- 
katchewan, seed grain loans. 

A case could be made for cance}- 
lation of relief debts., It was more 
difficult to argue that the debts 
incurred to pay off maturing sec- 
urities should be also cancelled 
But what was a relief debt? 

No two provinces organized their 
borrowings in exactly the same 
manner. The borrowing from the 
Dominion might be accurately des- 
ecribed as the balancing item in 
budgets 


SUPPOSE, for example, this hap- 
pened: Province A and Province B 
both had $3,000,000 in bonds coming 
due, Both needed $3,000,000 that 
year for relief. Add the items to- 
gether and $6,000,000 were requir- 
ed. Province A took $3,000,000 from 
its general revenue funds and paid 
off its bonds, It borrowed $6,000,000 
from the Dominion charged to re- 


lief. Province B borrowed $3,000,000 
from the Dominion on relief ae- 
count and another $3,000,000 on re 
payment account. In this hypothet 
ical Case both borrowed the same 
amount from the Dominion at the

With Calgary Power Co. 


City commissioners have completed an agreement with the Cal- 
gary Power Co. under which the company will purchase from the 


city 20,000,000 kilowatt hours of power on 


a cash basis, according to 


a report to be filed with city council Monday evening by the com- 


missioners, 


Under the agreement the company will pay the city five cents per 
kilowatt hour, and estimates prepared by W. 1. McFarland, power 
superintendent, indicate that if this power is sold on an “off-peak” 
basis a fair profit would come to the city. 

As part of the agreement the Calgary Power Co., has agreed to 
relinquish its right to obtain 3,227,300 kilowatt hours under the 
1941 agreement, and also has agreed that as at such time as the new 
agreement is covering interchange and the return of power under 
the 1941 agreement is being drafted to take ef.fect on May 1, 1947, the 
debt owed to the city by the company will be 99,846,200 kilowatt 


hours, the amount of power owed at October 31, 1946.

BROILING — DIRECT HEAT 

Steaks and chops should be 1-inch thick 
or thicker for broiling. Place meat 2 to 3 


inches from heat. Brown one side of meat 
then turn, by inserting fork into fat, and 
brown the other side. About half of broil- 


ing time is required for each side, reducing 
heat to complete cooking after turning 
and browning. Season meat after brown- 
ing or just before serving. 
BROILING STEAKS AND CHOPS 
Steak 114 inches thick: 
15 minutes—rare 
20 minutes—medium 
25 minutes—well-done 
Lamb Chops 1 inch thick: 
12 - 20 minutes 
Lamb Chops 2 inches thick: 
20 - 30 minutes 
Pan-Brotling 


Slightly grease heavy frying pan and heat 


to sizzling-hot. Brown meat well, about 1 
minute, on both sides then reduce tem 
perature. Turn meat at intervals and con- 


tinue cooking until done. Pour off fat, as 
is accumulates. Do not cover pan. Do not 
add water, 

ROASTING — DRY HEAT 
A meat thermometer is an accurate guide 
for roasting tender cuts of meat. Roasts 
should be served as quickly as possible 
after removing from the oven for the 
desired degree of dameness, otherwise, 
since the cooking process continues, the 
meat may be overdone, 
Place roast on a rack or trivet fat side up 
in a pan 2 inches deep or less, uncovered. 
(Place rib roast on ribs, fat side up, with- 
out rack.) Season meat if desired—flour- 
ing not necessary. Do not baste or turn 
meat. 
ROASTING TIMES AND TEMPERATURES 
300° TF, to 350° F. constant temperature. 
(Increase roasting time approximately 10 
minutes per pound for rolled or boned 
roasts.)
